Dr. Wrone bought two copies of the book, e knew I v/as awaiting the one Posner had prom- 
ised me. He told me that from what he had read it had to be about the most dishonest and 
not infcewi infrequently inaccurate book on the subject. When I spot checked on the index, 
his references to me alone, I found Dr. Wrone* s opinion justified enough to start reading 
and annotating the book. That more than confirmed his judgement after he had read onl^t 
two chapters of it. I plan to continue reading it and xeroxing the more important pages 
I*ve annotated for rapid use later. I have already xeroxed some of what proves my above 
allegations of intended dishonesty. There also is abundant indication of unofficial of- 
ficial help with the book, particularly by the CIA.
